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Chriſt : — "That the End of our Saviour's in- 
ſtituting this holy Ordinance was, not to perpe- 
tuate his Memory among, his Diſciples, but to 
repreſent, and inculcate his bleſſed Paſſion to 
the Father: putting God in mind thereof, by 
ſetting the Monuments thercot before him. ? 
This Doctrine has lately been maintained with no 
little Confidence, and ſome ſhew of Learning. 
The Author of a Tract called the Sacrament of the 
Altar led the Way, who was ſoon followed byy 
Dr Brett, and Mr Bowyer. And we have been 
lately told by a tedious Writer, (a Dealer in man 

Words!) that theſe ſarrifiang Prieſts (a), have 
* more to {ay for themiclves, in Juſtification of 
* their Notions, than the Author of the plain Ac- 
© count, or any one elſe will ever be able to an- 
* twer, upon his Principles.“ —--— What this 
Author diſtinctly means by his Principles, I am 
not altogether certain, that I underſtand : but it 
I apprehend the Caſe aright ; there is no other 
Way, I judge, of returning a clear and folid An- 
ſwer, to what theſe Sacrificers have to ſay for them- 
ſelves, than by adhering to that fundamental Prin- 
ciple of Proteſtantiſm, and the plain Account, and 
nich is expreſſed by the great and good Arch- 
biſhop CRANMER thus. The moſt ſure and 
plain Way is to clo unto bely Scripture. * And 
in another Place thus. In ſuch wiſe, Credit is 
to be given to Ged's I rd only, and not the 
Word of any Mun. ——— But of this more 
hereaiter, At preſent let it ſuffice juſt to 
have touched upon it; and to acquaint the Reader, 
that, proceeding upon this Principle, I have de- 
ſignedly omited taking any the leaſt Notice, of 
all that heap oi Quotations, poured in won us 
ron:

offered of Bread and Mine. For Inceiſſe, ſay 
they, denotes the rational Part of our Chriſtian 
Sacrifice, and Micha, the material Part thereof, 
which is eblatio farrea, a Preſent of Bread and 
Wine. * — In anſwer to which I obſerve, that, 
1. $. It is no unuſual Thing with the Prophets, 
Wn n they ſpeak of the Ger: iles coming into the

fices ; and keeping the folemn Feaſts at Jeruſalem, 
to which the Gezitlzs trom all Parts ſhould reſort, 
as ſeveral Prophecies metgrymically expreſs their 
Converſion. Thus &. Cr. it is declared Zechariah 
Xiv. 16. that A Nations frail go up from Year to 
Zear (to Jcruſalem) % worſtip the King, the Lord 
of Hoſts, and ts kcep ile Jeaſi of Tabernacles, Thus 
again, J/aiab xiv. 21. it is declared in the fame 
Manner, (beciufe dedicating Free-W11l- Ofterings, 
and making Vows to God, was a conſiderable 
Part of Religious Worſhip among the Jews) that 
the Gentiles ſhall do Sacrifice, and Oblation, yea, the 
Hall www a Vow unto the Lord, and ſhall perform 
it (d). —— Many more Paſſages of the like Na- 
ture might be produc'd to confirm this Oblerva- 
tion; but to avoid being tireſpme I omit them: 
And the Uſe I would make of this Obſcrvation is 
this, viz. that theſe Words of the Prophet. Ma/a- 
chi are not to be underſtood literally. For we may 
as well conclude from the Verſe cited from Zecha- 
riab, that it is the Duty of Chriſtians now, as it 
was of the Jes formerly, to travel every Year 
to Jeruſalem wo keep the Feaſt of Tabernacles, be- 
cauſe it is declared by the Prophet, that all Na- 
tions ſhould do ſo; as to conclude from the 
Words in Malachi, that we are to offer up a Min- 
cha (i. e. an Oblation of Bread and Wine) to Al- 
mighty God, becauſe it 1s declared by this Pro- 
2:et, that a Micha ſhould be offered up in every 

Place.

Place. The true Meaning of both Paſſages is, 
in plain Words, no more than this, viz. that all 
Nations ſhould, equally with the Jews, become 
Worſhippers of the true God, Creator of Heaven 
and Earth. 

The ſame Obſervation will lead us to the true 
Senſe. of thoſe Words of our Saviow, Matt. v. 
23, 24. If thou bring thy Gift to the Altar , and there 
remember et, that thy Brother hath ought againſt thee - 
Leave there thy Gift before the Altar, and go thy 
way, firſt be reconciled to thy Brether, and then come, 
and offer thy Gift. (Which (e) we are told, is an 
Evangelical Conturution, implying that there is 
a real ALTAR in the Chritian Church, and con- 
ſequently a true and proper Sacrifice.) For let us 
conſider who it was our Saviour addreſſed himſclf? 
to in theſe Words. To the whole Multitude of 
his Diſciples, who were Jews. If therefore he 
would ſpeak fo as to be underſtood by them, he 
muſt make Uſe of thoſe Phraſes and 1 
which were in Uſe among the Jews. And the 
learned Dr CLARKE has (I think) ive en the !rve 
and the 7 Meaning of this Text, in his excel- 
tent Paraphraſe of the Goſpels, in theſe Words. 
* If, when you are abour to pay any AF of Re- 
* ligtous Worſhip to Ged, you remember that there 
* 13 any Offence or Difference between you and 
another: Go immediately and be reconcil- 
* ed to your Adverſary, and then come, and 
* worſhip God (F). 

That this Precept of our Saviour is Evangeli- 
cal, is readily allowed. It s an Exemplification, 
how far we are to outſtrip the Scrtves and Phariſees

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in our Obedience to the Sixth Commandment. 
That our Saviour would annex no new Rite to the 
legal Sacriſices, which he was ſo ſoon after to a- 
boliſh, by the Sacrifice of himſelf upon the Croſs, 
i5 readily allowed likewiſe. (However, the judi- 
cious Reader will be pleaſed to obſerve, that the 
Subject Matter of this Precept is not of a ritual, 
but a moral Nature.) But that therefore our Sa- 
viour intimated, there ſhould be a real Altar, 
and a true and proper Sacrifice in the Chriſtian 
Church, is abſolutely denied; and that for the 
Reaſon given above, viz. That it our Saviour 
would ſpeak ſo as to be underſtood by Jetvs, 
he muſt make uſe of thoſe Terms and Phraſes, 
which were in Uſe among the Jews. And Offering 
Gifts, or Sacrifices, being a ſynonymous Term a- 
mong them, for worſhipping Cod; (nay I know 
not but it was the moſt proper Term they had to 
expreſs the Worſhip of God by,) he was obliged 
to make Uſe of it, in order to be underſtood by 
his Hearers; and no other Conlequence can fairly 
be drawn from 1t. 

Our Saviour faith in another Place (g), When ye 
STAND Praying, forgive if ye have cugit againſt any 
that your. Father alſo, which is in Heaven may forgive 
you your Treſpaſſes. Now would any one be fo 
ſtupid as to argue from hence, that becauſe this is 
an Evangelical Precept, therefore our Saviour inti- 
mated, we ſhould ſtand always when we pray, and 
not knee! ? Yet this may as fairly be deduced from 
this Paſſage of St Mark, as that there is a real 
Altar in the Chriſtian Church, from the other in 
St Matthew ; i. e. in plain Engliſh, neither of them 
can, — But to return to the Prophet Malachi. 

2.F. It is allowed in the Argument of Mr 
Mede, cited above, and fo it is allowed by all

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who follow him, in hrs Interpretation of that Text, 
that the Word Incenſe is uſed in a figurative Senſe; 
and that it ſignitics not material Incenſe, but tbe 
Pravers of the Saints. It follows there!ore by all the 
Rules of Interpretation, that the other Word Ae, 
is to be interpreted in the ſame figurativ, Man- 
ner (). To afhrm the contrary, is to aſbri that 
the fame Manner of Expreſſion, in one ſhort Sen- 
cence, is to be underſtood figrrative!r, mercly to 
avoid Ablurdities ; and in another Part of it muſt 
ve underſtood [terally, notwithſtanding the greateſl 
neap of the fame Abſurditics.

And that they 
caunot poſſibly conſiſtent with Reafon and Truth, 
and therefore that they 072% 237 to be underftond 
literally, will evidently appear to any ane, who 
will but attend to the Manner of Expreſſion, and 
the True meaning of Zech. xiv. 16. But if this will 
not ſuffice, let me obſerve in the next Place, thar

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thority of one Inſpir*d Writer, Interpreting another, 
to prove that the Mzzcha, as well as the ſeveral other 
forts of Sacrifice, is now wholly taken away. 
From whence I conclude, that this Text in Malachi, 
does not refer to the Lord's-Supper, as being a 
prophetical Deſcription thereof, 

But we may be told perhaps, that this Text was 
underſtood by the Primitive Fathers, to relate to 
the Lord's Supper: (i) That tho' it be now in a 
Manner ſilenc'd and forgotten, yet it was once, 
and that in the oldeſt Times of the Church, a 
Text of eminent Note, and familiarly known to 
every Chriſtian ; being alledg'd by their Paſtors 
and Teachers, as an expreſs and undoubted Pro- 
phecy of the Chriſtian Sacrifice, or ſolemn Worſhip 
in the Euchariſt. In Anſwer to which, let me aſk, 
who is ſooneſt to be believ'd, and follow'd in this 
Caſe? An i»/pir'd Apoſtle, or an wninſpu*d Father 
of the Church, who perhaps was hardly Born before 
all the Apoſtles were Dead? For tho' Juſtin Martyr, 
might underſtand the Text in this Senſe, i. e. to be a 
Prophetical Deſcription of a Sacrifice in the Lord's 
Supper : Yet certainly his Authority can be of no 
Weight with any one, when laid in the Balance 
againſt that of St Paul. Nor ought the Authority 
of any Father of the Church, ſuppoſing him to 
have liv*d ever ſo ſoon after, or even in the Apo- 
ſtles Days, be of any Weight with Us, when there 
is a plain, palpable Reaſon to the contrary. 

Having thus pav'd the Way by theſe few Obſer- 
vations, let us proceed in the next Place to examine 
the Words of Inſtitution, and ſee what can be Learnt 
from thence, concerning the True Nature of this 
Holy Inſtitution. But before I enter upon This, 
I cannot but take Notice of a Paſſage in the Pre-

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face of the Sacrament of the Altar, wherein we are 
told, that the Lord's-Supper is a Sacrifice ÞP r 0- 
PITIATORY. This I conceive is directly con- 
tradictory to this Text, Heb. x. 26. H ce Sin cpilfully 
aſter that we have receiv'd the Knowledge of the Truth, 
there remaineth no more Sacrifice for Sins. (Neither 
Repreſentative nor Real.) Fer if the Bread and 
Wine are really and truely Offered up to Almighty 
(God, in the Lord's-Supper, as 2 Sacrifice repre- 
{entative of the Perſonal Sacrifice of Chriſt, and 
thereby become Propitiatory; it is a Sacrifice for 
Sins: But this the Apoſtle aſſures us there is not. 
Hrgo.— If to this it ſhowd be Objected, that 
when the A poſtle ſays, IF we Sin wilfully, — There 
remaineth no more Sacrifice for Sins; this implies that 
there does remain, or there is a Sacrifice for Sins, if 
we do not Sin wilfully, i. e. Apoſtatize, I An- 
ſwer, True! there is a Sacrifice for Sins, or a Sa- 
crifice whereby we obtain Remiſſion of our Sins, 
Provided we do not Sin wiltully, i. e. Apoſtatize : 
But then this is the Sacrifice, that was Offer'd up 
by our Saviour himſelf, upon the Altar of the Croſs, 
1700 Years ago; not any Sacrifice which is now 
Offer'd up by any Prieft upon Earth, whatever. 
My Argument is This. — In this Text, 1t 1s more 
than implied, that there is but one Sacrifice for 
ins; which Sacrifice is that of Chriſt himſelf upon 
the Altar of the Croſs ;, therefore the Lord's Supper 
is not a Sacrifice for Sins, it being only a Remem- 
brance of that Sacrifice, and as diſtinct from it, as 
the Remembrance of any thing is from the thing Re- 
member'd. But to the point in Hand. 
We have been told, that the Deſign of the Holy 
Euchariſt; as Inſtituted by our Saviour, 1s to put 
Zod in Mind of our Saviour's Death and Paſſion ;

Let us proceed therefore, as we propoſed, to take 

into Conſideration the Words of Inſtitution. 1. §. 
When our Lord ſaid 28 r madre eis Thu tuiy avdp- 
v, he either did bid them offer this (ſaith the 
Author of the Sacrament of the (n) Altar) or do as 
he had done. If the firit be the meaning of the 
Words, there is an end of the Controverſy at once: 
but if the latter, according to this Author, it is 
the ſame, becauſe (ſays he) our Saviour did Her 
vp Bread and Wine to God, as Pledges of his 
natural Body and Blood. — Let us conſider his 
Proofs diſtinctly. —— In the firſt place then he 
tells us, in general, that <v«pmo:s is the very Action 
of putting another in mind, which in the preſent!

In the next Place it is faid, that Chriſt made 
the Oblatiox of himicli, when he inſtituted the 
Euchariſt ; becauſe, when he adminiſter'd the 
Bread to his Diſciples, he did expreſsly declare 
this Bread to be his Body given for them. He 
ſaid, This is my Body given; not that Hall be, 
but 14 given, or offer'd to God tor you. —This 
Argument drawn from a ſuppos'd Neceſſity of in- 
terpreting the Words of Inſtitution literally, I have 
given a ſufficient Anſwer to already, pag.

In the third Place. Ileb. ix, 28. 1 Pet. ii. 24. 
Chrift <vas oſſerd to bear the Sins of many : He bare 
our Sins in his own. Bedy on the Tree. From whence 
it is concluded, that the Offering muſt precede the 
Bearing. Yes! it mult ſo perhaps in the Order of 
our Ideus, but not in point of Time: for the rue 
and the full Meaning of theſe Texts may, I con- 
ceive, be expreſs'd in theſe Words: He bare our 
Sins in his own Body, by being offer'd on the Tree, — 
Chriſt was offer*d (ſay they) to bear our Sins on the 
Croſs, before he actually did bear them on the 
Croſs, i. e. before he was faſten'd to the Croſs. 
Here again the Word e r'd is ugd in a very 
looſe improper Senſe. If they mean, that Chriſt 
reſign'd bimfelf up to be ſlain, before he actually 
was ſlain; who denies it? or who ever did? But 
if they mean, that he was offer'@ up [in the /a- 
er1fical Senſe of that Word, or] as a Sacrifice to 
God, before he was faſten'd to the Crofts; I do 
ſay, they flatly contradict eo. ix. 25, 26, 27, 
28. and x. from the Beginning to the End of 
the fourteenth Verſe. This will appear to any 
wnprended Perſon at firſt Sight. For fron:

[ might take it again. No Max TAKETH 1T 
FROM ME, BUT I LAT 1T DOWN OF MY SELF. 
Which Words arc a full Confutation of all that 
imple Talk, which Dr Brett hs tranſcrib'd from 
Mr Jobnſon of Chrilt's being wholly paſſive on the 
Croſs, and the Concluſions drawn from thence. 
Before I proceed any farther, I believe it will 
not be altogether improper for me, to apply once 
more to the Determinations of the Church of 
England in my Defence. Art. xxxi. the Title of 
which is; Of the one Oblation of Chriſt FINISHED 
pon the Croſs — And the Article itſelf begins thus: 
The Orr ERINO of Chriſt once made, is that perfect 
Redemption, Propitiation and Satisfaftiun for all the 
Sins of the coole Morld, &c. Now how was this Re- 
demption, Propitiation, and Satisfaction effected, 
But by Chris actually giving his Life a Ranſom 
for many? or as St. Jol expreſſes it, „) by bf

And where did he lay 
down his Life tor us, but pon the Croſs ? Beſides that 
the Title of the Article points this out to us. So 
that from hence likewiſe it appe ars, that our Church's 
Doctrine is, that Christ offer” d himſelf upon the Croſs , 
and that this Oblation was f:i/h:d alſo upon the Croſs. 
Whereas theſe Sacrificers aflert, that Chriſt did 0: 
offer himſelf upon the Crols, and that this Sacri— 
fice, or Oblation was / finiſhed, till after he was. 
aſcended into the Preſence of God. And let then 
not think to evade the Force of this, by faying i.

But it will be ſaid perhaps, that ſuppoſing CH isi 
did, truly and properly, offer himſelf upon the Cros:

But the 
Table uſed in the Lord's Supper, having never 
been declar'd, or call'd an A{ar, nor appointed 
to ſerve any one peculiar Purpoſe of an Altar, 
ought to retain it's one only original Name; and 
cannot properly be called by any other, which 
carries along with it an Idea of Uſes, for which a 
Table was never deſign'd.”

Ve bade an ALTAR whereof 
they have no right to cat, who ſerve the Tabernacle, 
The Sum of what they ſay, to prove that this Text 
refers to the Lord's Supper; and that by Altar is to 
be underſtood the Table, to be uſed in the Celebra- 
tion thereof, is This (7): That the Word eat is 
© to be underſtood literally, to ſignify oral eating, 
* or eating with the Mouth; — That nothing can

Arguments of the uuieving Fete, tix Newh: 
bours, and former Acquaintance ; and alte by the 
Preſecutions, which the Chriſtians in rhote Parts 
were always liable to, and almoſt conſtamly un- 
derwent. Againſt both thete the Apoitie cnilea- 
vours to arm them, ſhewing by a Variety oi Argu- 
ments the great Superiority of the Ceſel Diſpen lati— 
on over that of Mecſes; and laying before them a large 
Exhortation to Patierce under Sufferings : : and at 
laſt proceeds to the Concluſion of his Letter by 


giving them ſome general independent Leſſons of. 


Morality. Bur the main End he had in view in 
writing this Epiſtle, dweiling ſtrongly upon his 
Mind (which was to preſerve them from falling 
back to the Law of Mes, and reſting their hopes 
of Salvacion on an exact Obſervance of the Ritual; 
of that Law:) upon mentioning their Teachers, 
who firſt converted them to the Faith, the tormcr

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Diſcourſe in this Epiſtle (as the Author of the Plain 
Account has juſtly obſerv'd p. 97.)

{elf : — therefore nothing but the real Croß, upon 
which Chriſt offer'd himſelt, can be the Chriſtian 
Altar in his [the Apoſtle's] Language. — Thirdly, 
I would obſcrve with the Author ot the Plain Ac 

count, that it is not a ſtrict Argument, only an I. 
tration of what he is deſirous to convince them ot; 


a particular kind of Diſcourſe, very allowable from 


the Cuſtom of hat Age, and the Principles of 
thoſe, with whom this W riter had to do; and not 
at all derogatory to the Writer himſelt, who never 
wiſh'd it to conclude more, than he Originally de- 
ſign'd it to do.— And the meaning of it may, I 
think, be truly exprels'd in the following Para- 
raphraſe,— ver. 7. Remember your Paſtors and 
Teachers, who firſt preach'd the Goſpel to you; 
and conſidering the Concluſion of their Lite and 
Behaviour, 1mitate their Faith.

Let us theretore go forth 
to him, away from the /egal Inſtitutions, bear- 
ing the Reproach of truſting in a crucified Savi- 
our: Let us, I ſay go forth to him without the 
Camp; . e. leave the Rituals of the Law of Moſes, 
and reſt our hopes of Salvation only in Faith. 
14. For this City of 7eryſalem, together with the 
Temple, will ſoon be deſtroy'd, and then of 
courſe all the Sacrifices, and Oblations, and ri- 
tual Services perform'd therein will ceaſe, and be 
no more for ever. Therefore we ſhould take 
care to ſecure to ourſelves, an Inheritance in 
the new Jeruſalem, which is to be obtain'd not 
by an Obſervance of the Law of Moſes; but thro' 
Faith in Chriſt. 15. Accordingly let us apply 
our ſclves to God taro' him, as our only Media- 
tor, and High-Prieſt, h 75 able to ſave them 
lo the uttermsjt, that come unto God by bim, ſceng 
hz ever liveth io make Inlerceſſiam for them: And 
let us conſtantly offer up our Sacrifices thro? him; 
not material Sacrifices, ſuch as the Jews offer up

It we obſerve the Apoltle's Deſign in this Place,

and depend on that for Juſtification, ye cannot 
be Partakers of the Lord”s-Supper.” But to lay, 
If ye ſtill adhere to the Law of Ages, and expect 
Salvation not thro? the Merits of Chri/'s Death, 
but an exact Obſervance of the /:72a!s of the Law, 
© ve cannot receive any Benefit from his Death, 
* Chriſt hall profit you nothing ;* This is an Argu- 
ment to his Purpoſe, and prov'd all that he aim'd 
at, And what will, I think, confirm this Inter- 
pretation of the Text with all conſidering Perſons, 
35 this; that St Paul, when he had the ſame end in 
View, in writing to the Galatians, actually did 
make uſe of this Argument in plam Terms, which 
Words I have inſerted into the Paraphraſe of the 
Text, under Debate, as being parallel thereto. 
That the general Defign of this Epiſtle to the 
Hebrews, is the ſame of that of the Galatians, is evi- 
dent to every one, who has but juſt look'd into 
them, dix. to ſhew the Nullity and. Inſignificancy of 
the Aſaic Inſtitutions under the Goſpel ; and that 
Faith alone is the Means of Juſtification ; and 
therefore the /ame Arguments, the Apoſtle made 
uſe of in one, *tis reaſonable to think he wou'd make 
tie of in the other alſo; tho? expreſs'd in a different 
Manner, according to the different Tempers , 
Manners, and Cuſtoms of the Perſons to whom he 
wrote, And in this Epiſtie to the Hebrerns, we

the Paſchal Supper was diſtinct from the Sacrifice 
* of the Lamb; and afterir. To this alone it is 
that the Lord's Supper anſwers; which was made: 
to conſiſt in eating and drinking Bread and Mine 
in Remembrance of that Offering once made by 
Chriſt : of which Offering irlclt it was impoſſible 
tor Chriſtians to cat. And e v as the 
Lord's Supper anſwers not to the S:crifice of the 
Lamb, but to the Commemerative Suppor, cele 
brated by the Jews after that Sacrifice ; fo the 
Lord's Table does not come in the place of the 
Altar, on which the Lamb was facrific'd; but of 
that Table, on which the Pa/cha! Supper was put, 
in order to be eaten (with the Cup of Ble//g or 
Thankſytoing, which was no part of the foregoing; 
Sacrifice) in Memory ot their great Deliverance 


out of Tt; and in their own Houſes, Where 
there cou d be no thought of anv 4:47 ? 
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In Oppolition to this it is ſaid, ( that ſince the 
7 ord's Supper anſwers to the Pajcha! Supper, it muſt 
be a Featt ona Commemorative Sacrifice, becauſe 
that was ſo; That 25 what the Pa/chal Supper con- 
ſiſted of had been off55*d to God, ſo the Bread 
and Mine, of which the {575 Suffer confiſts, 
are likewiſe to be offc;*d tro God. — Again.— 
* That as the Lord's Supper anſwers to the Pajchal 
© Supper, one as well as the other muſt be a Feaſt

That the Lamb, of which the Paſchal Supper con- 
ſiſted, had been firſt offer*d up in Sacrifice to God, 
[by the Blood's being ſprinkled, and the Inwards 
burnt zpon the Altar] is readily allow'd on all 
Hands: it was an Euchariſtical or thankſerving Sa- 
criice. But to call it a Commemorative Sacrifice, 
(as the Term has no Foundation in Scripture, ſo 
likewiſe) do I judge to be highly /mproper ; be- 
cauſe the Commemoration of their Deliverance out of 
Egypt was not made at the Time of the Oblation, 
but afterwards in their own Houſes at Supper;
